Horse Jumps Into Auto. 


H. G. Snyder, proprietor of the Hanover 


Steam Laundry, his wife and father, D. 11. 
Snyder, were all injured when a runaway 
horse, said to have been owned by Ray 
Doll of near Taxville, jumped into an 
Overland automobile near the Cliff House, 
York, about 7 o'clock on Sunday evening.

The horse 
reared on its hind legs in front of the au- 
tomobile and its front feet came through 
the windshield. Frightened and cut by 
the flying glass the horse pawed its way 
over the front of the machine, pinning Mr. 
Snyder beneath the bent steering wheel, 
until it reached the rear of the car where 
the animal rolled off and fell to the ground 
on its back The top of the Overland was 
up but the horse tore it loose in its wild 
scramble and threw it back. Mrs. Snyder 
was cut about the face with flying glass 
and her nerves were badly upset. 


H. G. Snyder received a gash on the left 


side of his face, minor scratches about the 
face and a severe injury to his loft should- 
er, and the bone was probably cracked. 
D. R. Snyder was cut about the face. The 
horse struck Mr. Snyder a heavy blow 
on the shoulder. The horse was found to 
be badly cut. The automobile was bad 
ly damaged. The horse, it is said, became 
frightened at an automobile near the first 
toil gate on the Gettysburg pike and ran 
away. A short distance from the city the 
buggy to which it was attached struck a 
fence post and the harness was torn away, 
liberating the animal.

)ne automobile party from York is re- 
ported to have unloaded three of its mem- 
)ere, already "shot", along the state road 
above town, on Wednesday, while the oth- 
•rs went in search of game with their hips 
oaded to capacity. Following is a list of 
he accidents which happened in this sec- 
ion of the state: 


Luther Sheaffer, of Coffeytown, was 


truck in both legs by a load of bird shot 
while gunning in Latimore township, on 
Vednesday, in company with Edward 
Weaver. When a rabbit jumped up, Mr. 
Weaver shot quickly, and Mr. Sheaffer be- 
ng right in the line of gunfire, received 
he contents in his legs. Dr. C. L. Myers, 
of York Springs, was called and rendered 
the necessary aid. No serious results are 
anticipated. 


Herbert Hemler. 9-year-old son of Mar- 


tin Hemler, of McSherrystown, received 
several shot in his face and chest, from the 
gun of an unknown hunter, while the boy 
was playing in the back yard at his home, 
on Wednesday. 


Charles Felix, of McSherrystown, while 


hunting in Heidelberg township, on Wed- 
nesday, accidentally discharged his gun 
and two toes of his right foot were shot 


off. 


The gun of Preston Busbey, of McSher- 


rystown, was accidentally discharged while 
out gunning, the first day of the season, 
and hie left hand was badly burned. 


C. J. Knouse, telegraph operator at the

The shot, it is said, was fired atsome birds 
in a clump of bushes, by Walter Staley, of 
York, who in company with Charles Rohr- 
baugh and Howard Wherley, of Littles- 
town, were hunting partridges at the edge 
of town, on the Sneeringer and Wherley 
farms. The hunter did not see the youth 
some distance away and in direct line with 
the shot. One of the shot went through 
the right eye. three through the tongue, 
several through each ear, and the face bad- 
ly peppered with shot. The young man 
underwent an operation in a York hospit- 
al on Thursday evening, for the removal 
of his right eye. It develops upon further 
examination that it is probable the young 
man will be totally blind, as the left eye 
may have to be removed so badly is it in- 
jured. 


A Yorker by the name of Reybold, who 


was out bunting with three Hanover boys 
received five shot from a fellow hunter's 
gun while standing in a thicket near Gul- 
dens on Wednesday afternoon. One of 
the boys shot at a rabbit, not knowing 
thai his companion was near by. Two 
shot were embedded in his left leg, one in 
the groin and two in his left hand.

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Big Conflagration 


Visits Hanover. 


The most destructive fire in Hanover's 


history completely destroyed the E. R. 
Heffelfinger & Co. wall paper factory em- 
ploying 75 men, and the W. F. Kinzing 
machine shops employing 60 men, at the 
East End, on Thursday night, causing a 
loss ebtimated at $250,000. The fire, which 
broke out about 9 o'clock in the waste pa- 
per shed adjoining the boiler room at the 
paper plant while the extra shift of em- 
ployees of both plants on rush orders 
were just about to leave their work, gain- 
ed a great headway before the fire fight- 
ers arrived on the scene, and, although 
there was no possible chance of saving 
any of the buildings ablaze when the 
companies arrived, good work was done 
despite the low presure at the start in pre- 
venting the fire from spreading to nearby 
manufacturing plants which were serious- 
ly threatened. The men who discovered 
the small blaze were forced to run from 
the building, on account of the flames' 
rapid spread, and left the tools and bicy- 
cles, about 40 in number, in the structure. 


The flames followed the roof and can- 


vas racks on the machines in the calendar 
room and soon the long structure was a 
seething mass of flames fed by 1,000,0("0 
rolls of paper. With a light wind blow- 
ing the fire spread to the Kintzing ma- 
chine shops which occupied the rear por- 
tion of the large wall paper building, and 
also a wooden structure adjoining in the 
rear. Before the flames could be got under 
control all the buildings, most which were 
brick, were almost entirely destroyed, ex- 
cepting the two-story concrete block of- 
fice building of the two companies, which 
was saved with all its contents. 


The loss by the W. F. Kentzing Co., 


Inc., which owned the buildings, may 
reach $100,000. with about $63,000 insur- 
ance. The loss to the Heffelfinger Co., 
will probably reach $100,000, including 
paper ready for shipment and raw mate- 
rial consumed. Mr. Kintzing will re- 
build immediately, as both firms are rush- 
ed with orders. 


On Saturday morning at 3 o'clock, July 


27, 1901, fire was discovered, and after- 
ward destroyed the large plant of the 
American Machine and Foundry Co.. 
which occupied the site of the building 
lately destroyed. 
This company at that 


time was the leading industry of Hanover, 
employing over 200 men, and the loss was 
estimated at $140,000.

An old brush is a good thing with 


which to apply liquid mite killer to 
roosts and nearby woodwork. 


Be careful that the growing chicks 


do not crowd m their coops as they 
become larger and need more room. 


It is wise to scald all feed and drink 


dishe^ every few days with boiling 
water to kill the germs that collect 
there before they (the germs) have a 
chance to attack the fowls. 


Don't let the drinking w ater for the 


fowl"* and chicks stand around and 
become hot and filthy, but give a new- 
supply frequently 
during the day, 


cleaning out the water dish each time. 


Feed three times a day and no 


more, but add rolled oats to the chick 
feed twice a day or stale bread 
crumbs or cornbread will do if there 
are no rolled oath on hand. 


It is not economy to feed young or 


old stock on ono grain, for a varietj 
will produce better results from a 
smaller amount of f^ed. 


Feed sour milk or beef scraps to 


help build muscle, feathers and bone. 
one per cent of bonemea1 should also 
be included in the ration. 


If there is no natural shade for the 


chicks, block up the coops so that the 
chicks can get under them, or build 
shelter tents, or in some wuy provide 
artificial shade. 


Careful breeding, proper feeding, 


and the right kind of care, will pro- 
duce hea-sy la.\.ng in unj breed of 
fowls.

of the if40.000,000 spent every year for 
foreign eggs, an agitation is on foot 
to throw open London parks for poul- 
try breeding.

Day Seen Coming When Fruit 


And Plants May Be Made to 


Taste as the Grower Wishes. 


The day is coming soon when pota- 


toes dyg from the ground will taste 
like cantaloupes, grapefruit will be 
plucked from the trees like cherries 
and the Sahara desert will bloom like 
a rose garden. 
Such was the predic- 


tion made by Howard Dean, professor 
of chemistry at Park college; speak- 
ing before the Missouri Valley Horti- 
cultural society. 


Professor Dean said he already had 


succeeded in reducing the starch of a 
potato to sugar through chemical treat- 
ment. 
He asserted that by feeding 


certain plants on formaldehyde they 
can be made to develop sugar and 
starch. 


Investigations now being made by 


chemists show that plants manufac- 
ture compounds that are not normal to 
them. These investigations, he said, 
:iro being continued, and chemists are 
diligently searching the leaves of 
plants in an attempt to find the agent 
which converts the carbon dioxide In 
tho air and the moisture into plant 
products. 


When the secret Is discovered—and 


of Its early discovery he Is confident 
—he said he would possess an unlim- 
ited source of energy. The, point he 
brought out was that the possession of 
that secret would enable man to con- 
vert the sun's energy to his own use 
in any way he desires. 


Then It would be possible, be assert- 


ed, to fill the Sahara desert with plant 
life; to grow any plant or fruit so that 
It would twte exactly as its grower 
wished.

An old brush is a good thing with 
which to apply liquid mite killer to 
roosts and nearby woodwork. 
Be careful that the growing chicks 
do not crowd in their coops as they 
become larger and need more room. 
It is wise to scald all feed and drink 
dishes every few days with boiling 
water to kill the geniis that collect 
there before they (the germs) have a 
chance to attack the fowls. 
Don’t let the drinking water for the 
fowls and chicks stand around and 
become hot and filthy, but give a new 
supply frequently during the day, 
cleaning out the water dish each time. 
Feed three times n day and no 
more, but add rolled oats to the cliick 
feed twice a day or stale bread 
crumbs or cornbread will do if there I 
are no rolled oats on hand. 
It is not economy to feed young or 
old stock on one grain, for a variety 
will produce better results from a 
smaller amount of feed. 
Feed sour milk or beef scraps to 
help build muscle, feathers and bone, 
one per cent of bonemeal should also 
be included in the ration. 
If there is no natural shade for the 
chicks, block up the coops so that the 
chicks can get under them, or build 
shelter tents, or in some way provide 
artificial shade. 
Careful breeding, proper feeding, 
and the right kind of care, will pro­ 
duce heavy laying in any breed of 
fowls. 
The first chick feed should be a dry 
mixture of cracked grains.

Day Seen Coming When Fruit 
And Plants May Be Made to 
Taste as the Grower Wishes. 


The day is coming soon when pota­ 
toes dj^g from the ground will taste 
like cantaloupes, grapefruit will be 
plucked from the trees like cherries 
and the Sahara desert will bloom like 
a rose garden. Such was the predic­ 
tion made by Howard Dean, professor 
of cliemistry at Park college^ speak­ 
ing before the Missouri Valley Horti­ 
cultural society. 
Professor Dean Siiid he already had 
succeeded In reducing the starch of a 
potato to sugar through chemical treat­ 
ment. 
He asserted that by feeding 
certain plants on formaldehyde they 
can be made to develop sugar and 
starch. 
Investigations now being juade by 
chemists show that plants manufac­ 
ture compounds that are not normal to 
them. These Investigations, he said, 
are being continued, and chemists are 
diligently searching the leaves 
of 
plants in an attempt to find Uie agent 
which converts the carbon dioxide in 
the air and the moisture into plant 
iiroducts.

In the hope of saving a large part 
of the $40»000,000 spent every year for 
foreign eggs, an agitation is on foot 
to throw open London parks for poul­ 
try breeding.

My grandmother had 12 children, 


and one uncle undertook to teacti me 
the art of worship. He nsed to lead 
me to the sand banks of the Missouri 
river, where he would set fire to & pile 
of driftwood, and then, taking me by 
the hand, sing sacred songs to the fire 
and river. In the meantime he threw 
Into them offerings of tobacco, red 
feathers, and sometimes oak tv/'gs. I 
never knew the meaning of these offer- 
ings, but I always felt that some living 
thing actuated both the fire and the 
river. Another uncle came to visit us 
periodically, and every time he came 
my brother or I suffered at his hands. 
Bometlmes he would rush to the spring, 
carrying me horizontally 
under his 


arm, and would plunge my head into 
the water until I almost suffocated. 
His common form of discipline was to 
let me hang by my hands on the cross- 
poles of the wigwam until my arms 
ached. 
My body writhed before I 


dropped. , This uncle seemed to like 
best to command my older brother to 
tie my hands and feet with a rope. 
Then he would order me to resist—an 
ordeal that wotild make us both cry. 
In the winter he would also sometimes 
roll us In snow naked. The punish- 
ment of Indian children is usually in 
the hands of some uncle rather than 
the parents. 
Our punishments were 


Inflicted generally because we had dis- 
obeyed grandmother by failing to pet 
wood at evening, had resisted fasting. 
had fought some Indian boys, or had 
cried without sufficient cause.—South- 
ern Workman.

My grandmotiier had 12 children, 
and one uncle undertook to teach me 
the art of worship. He used to lead 
me to the sand banlis of the Missouri 
river, where he would set fire to a pile 
of driftwood, and then, taking me by 
the hand, sing sacred songs to the fire 
and river. In the meantime he. tlirew 
Into them offerings of tobacco, red 
featliers, and sometimes oak tw'gs. I 
never knew the meaning of tliese oiTer- 
Ings, but I always felt that some living 
thing actuated both the Öre and the 
river. Another uncle came to \islt us 
periodically, and every time he came 
my brother or I suffered at his hands. 
Bometimes he would rush to the spring, 
carrying me horizontally under his 
arm, and would plunge my head into 
the water until I almost sulYocated. 
His common form of discipline v/ös to 
let me hang by my hands on the cross- 
poles of the wigwam until my arms 
ached. 
My body writhed before I 
dropped. 
This uncle seemed to like 
best to command my older brother to 
tie my hands and feet with a rope. 
Then he would order me to resist—an 
ordeal that would make us both cry. 
In the winter he would also sometimes 
roll us In snow naked. 
The punish­ 
ment of Indian children is usually In 
the hands of some uncle rather than 
the parents. 
Our punishments were 
Inflicted generally because we had dis­ 
obeyed grandmother by falling to get 
wood at evening, had resisted fasting, 
had fought some Indian boys, or had 
cried without suiflcient cause.—South- 
om Workman.
